ESKIMO ART 


Genuine or Imitation 


THE SOAPSTONE SCULPTURE of the Eskimo people 
has had international acclaim and in the wake of its 
success, a variety of mass produced imitation carvings 
have appeared on the market. These are usually cast 
from a mould in a composition of_plastic or plaster of 
Paris, and painted black. They are smooth and do not 
have the weight or feel of stone. An imitation may carry 

~ 4 label that uses the figure of an Eskimo or an Eskimo 
word and the text may contain the words ‘original’, 
‘authentic’, or ‘Canadian’ to mislead the buyer. To be 
within the bounds of the law there will be such phrases 
as ‘based on an original Canadian carving’ or ‘inspired by 
the original design of a Canadian artist’, but the label 
will not state ‘This is an original Eskimo carving.’

Tough Sledding in Shishmaref 


(Excerpts of a Letter from Engebretsons, 
Missionaries in Alaska) 

We had a storm on Nov. 10 worse than 
the one we had in September. (The one 
in September took 30 feet of beachline 
and undercut the cliff.) The old native 
store warehouse toppled into the sea in 
September, now the new native store 
warehouse is in danger and will topple 
if we have another storm. People on the 
other end of town have big ropes tied 
around their out houses because those 
little buildings are see-sawing on the 
edge of the cliff. Ten boats and motors 
were swept away. 

The biggest problem facing us is fresh 
water — the ponds on the island where 
we usually get fresh water (ice) are now 
covered with salt water. The old sea is 
really pounding!! The lagoon and chan- 
nels overflowed onto the island on the 
back side while the sea was busy under- 
cutting the island on the front side. The 
villagers are now talking mcre seriously 
than ever about moving oui village to 
the mainland. The move wa: scheduled 
for five years from now. The September 
storm moved plans up to two years, and 
now people are thinking — let’s move as 
soon as we can. Some “officials” are due 
to come here and survey the damage and 
evaluate what would be better — trying 
to build a sea wall or move the village. 

Well, at least we didn’t have to evacu- 
ate. I don’t know how one evacuates 
when there is no possible way of getting 
off an island during a storm anyway. A 
village on the mainland North of here 
evacuated on a hill near their village. 
The water went into their homes. We 
were luckier.

IGLOOLIK—Eskimos in the 


ee yy .tigh Arctic are leaving ‘set-

ements at an increasing rate 
and moving their families to back 
to the land in an effort to escape 
urban problems that are slowly 
beginning to creep into Northern 
communities. 

So far, five families and a 
Roman Catholic priest have left 
this northern settlement of 600 in 
favor of the traditional lifestyle of 
the Inuit.
